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Dear Katherine, 
 
This letter is in regards to the 5/13/14 compliance check of your Level B, Registered Child Development 
Home.  Iowa Code Chapter 237A and 441 Iowa Administrative Code, Chapter 110, describes specific 
requirements that must be met by a Registered Child Development Home.  The following areas were out 
of compliance at the time of my visit: 
 

110.5(1) Conditions in the home are safe, sanitary, and free of hazards. 
 

110.5(1)j Emergency and disaster plans for fire and tornado are written and posted by primary 
and secondary exits. 

Katherine needs to change tornado plans that are posted since she will not be using basement as plan 
for this emergency. 
 

110.5(1)j The plans shall clearly map building evacuation routes in case of fire, a safe place 
indoors in case of tornado, and flood shelter areas. 

Katherine needs to show routes for fire and tornado on her plans that are posted and needs to add 
specific address for her flood/evacuation area.  Please see enclosed example. 
 

110.5(1)n Has a minimum of one single-station, battery-operated, UL-approved smoke detector 
in each child-occupied room and at the top of every stairway. 

Katherine needs to place a detector at the top of her basement stairs. 
 

110.5(1)u The provider has written policies about caring for mildly ill children and the exclusion 
of children due to illness, and informs parents of policies. 

Katherine needs to have documentation as to how she would care for a daycare child that becomes 
sick in her care prior to that child’s parents coming to pick that child up. 
 

110.5(1)v The provider has written policies about responding to health-related emergencies. 
Katherine needs to add in her written policies that she would attempt backup contacts as well as 
parents in attempts to reach someone concerning the child’s condition. 
 

110.5(2) A provider file is maintained and contains: 
 

110.5(2)a A physician’s signed statement of health and immunization status on the provider and 
all members of the household who may be present when children are in the home.  Statements 
must be obtained at the time of initial registration and updated every two years. 
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Katherine needs to show proof of immune status for Polio, MMR and dTap for herself.  This can be 
accomplished by having her physician complete the new provider physical form. 
 

110.5(3) Activity Program. 
 

110.5(3)e All play equipment and materials are in a safe condition, for both indoor and outdoor 
activities. 

Katherine needs to remove two Pack-N-Plays in her upstairs area that are dirty and worn on sides. 
 

110.5(8) Children’s Files 
 

110.5(8) An individual file is maintained for each child and updated annually or when there are 
changes.  Each file contains: 

 
110.5(8)a Identifying information including, at a minimum, the child’s name, birth date, parent’s 

name, address, telephone number, special needs of the child and the parent’s work address and 
telephone number. 

Need update for T.C. 
 

110.5(8)b Emergency information including where the parent can be reached, the name, street 
address, city and telephone of the child’s regular doctor, and the name number, telephone number, 
and relationship to the child of another adult available in case of emergency. 

Need update for T.C. 
 

110.5(8)c A signed medical consent from the parent authorizing emergency treatment. 
Need update for T.C. 
 

110.5(8)d For infants and preschoolers: An admission physical examination, on the first day of 
attendance, including past health history, status of present health, allergies and restrictive 
conditions, and recommendations for continued care when necessary.  The date of the exam is not 
more than 12 months before the child’s first day of attendance. 

Need physical for T.C. 
 

110.5(8)f A list signed by the parent which names persons authorized to pick up the child, their 
telephone number, and relationship to the child. 

Need update for T.C. 
 

110.5(8)g A signed and dated immunization certificate provided by the state department of 
public health. 

Need on state form for T.C. 
 

110.5(8)i Written permission from the parent(s) for their child to attend activities away from the 
child development home.  It must include times of arrival and departure, destination, and person(s) 
responsible for the child. 

Need update for T.C. 
 

110.9(1) SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS FOR CHILD DEVELOPMENT HOME CATERGORY “B” 
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110.9(3) Facility requirements 
 

110.9(3)c If the second story or basement are used for childcare, other than the use of a 
restroom, there is, in addition to one inside stairway, at least one direct exit to the outside.  

This worker observed a chain fire escape ladder from the second story of the house where care is 
provided.  This worker explained that permanent steps would need to be put into place in order to 
provide a direct emergency egress exit from this level.  This worker discussed having Katherine switch 
to a Category A provider given her small number of children that she cares for at this time.  Katherine 
will not use the upstairs area for child care purposes until she switches her Category of Child 
Development home to Category A.  Katherine will sign enclosed safety plan and return to the 
department in the enclosed self-addressed stamped envelope by 5/22/14. 
 
Non-compliance with any of the mandated regulatory requirements listed above may lead to the 
cancellation or revocation of your Child Development Home Registration.  Please take whatever steps 
are necessary to completely address each of the violations noted above.  It is essential you correct all 
above-mentioned violations by 6/30/14.   
 

Based on the items out of compliance listed above, you will be required to have a recheck or follow 
up visit to your home.  This visit will occur sometime on or after 6/30/14.

Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA).
